Though the Navigation was dilcovered fo long, fince, yet no Trade was Eſtabliſhed with the Native di..vs 
till about Twenty Years palt, when teveral Pertons of Quality, and others, having made ſome private Voyazes, 
and finding that a conlidecable Trade tor B-.:zvor, and other Furr, might be tetled with the Savage 7:d:;ane, His 
late Majeſty King CHARLES the Second, was pleated by His Letters Paterts bearinz dare the S:cond of 17:7, 
x59. to Incorporate the Adventurers z and in puriuance of the aforeſaid Inherent Rizhe in the Crown of Evy- 
Lind, did by His Roja; Chrter make a Free Gratit to his Highneſs Prince Ruvert, C:ri/f-oher Duke of 5 
1{illiam Earl of Craver, and others His Subjects and their Succetlors for cver, of all thoie Seas, 5: 
vers, Lakes and Creeks in whatſoever Latitude, from the Entrance of the S:r.::*-, commonly called 771. Str. 
ropgether with all the [ar and Territories upon the Countries, Coaſts and Cronfres, and that the fanie i 
reckoned and reputed as one of His Majcſties Plantations 2nd Colonies in America, by the Name 0! KR:5 rv; 7 
And did further Maze and Conlticute the ſaid (;-5.:z; and their Succellors, the Truc and Abicl.te Ls 
Proprietors thereof, to hold in free and common Soccaze, as of Ris Mannor of Fa/t-Greenwich 10 Kent, rele 
an Acknowledgment or Rent for the ſame to His Majeſty, His Heirs and Sncceflors and Granting to the 
C:mpany the tole Trade thereot, with Prohibition to all others from Trading within their Limits, without their 
Licenſe, upoi Forfeiture of Ship and Goods ſo offending, which hath alſo by Proclamation bcen publiſhed and 
made known: By which Inherent Right of Dominion and Fropriety in His Majeſty to the Country and Places, 
it is humbly conceived His Majellies taid Grant doth extreamly differ from His Charters to the Eafi-Ind;z-Come- 
pany, OT the African-Company. 

The ſaid .Company nice their Incorporation have Erected Forts, Sctled ſeveral Fatories, Built Ships, Imployed 
many Seamen, and conliderably Exported the ManutaQturies ot this Nation; and in the courſe of their Trade 
tor ſo many Years, have not only aCtually loſt Thirtcen Ships, but becn at above Two Hundred Thouſand 
Pounds Charge : Which makes it evident that nothing but a Company and a Fozr: S:ick could have laid the 
Foundation of {o conliderable a Trade amonglt 1»þ./;, and have been able to ſupport to great a Chapge, and 
{to many incident I offes which naturally attend that Voyage. 

[n particular, this C-»9:an; hath ſuffered more by the French than any Company in England, the French having 
even in time of Peace committed many Outrages azainſt them, taken their Ships at Sea, Invaded their Fatorics 
by I and, Robbed them of their Goods, Burnt rheic Honſes, Murdered ſeveral of Their Majeſties Subjects, and 
carried others Piloners to Qurbeck: Yhat the 14:1: have had the Infolence not only to jultifie thote their un- 


{11 Invalions, but (accordin; to the Method of that Nation to Encroach upon all the World) have pretended 
a Rizht to Hu/ 1-Biy, and by a ſtrange Contidence againſt all Eng; Ditcoverics of almoſt Two Hundred Years 
tiace, and all Maps that ever were extant, to make it a Dependence upon Canad:, and to give out that in a 
ſhort time they would not only have that, but New York and New Eng/d too : But this Compary will undertake 
to make out, That the Crown of France hath no Right to Call it (elf, but that it, and tome other Territo- 
ries, Were not only many Years in the Eng/:/!)

All which Extraordinary Lofles luſtained from the French, and mourred by the Natural Hazard of the Voyag 
to and from ſuch 2 C!;mare, 1s the more largely inſiſted upon, ro Demonſtcateythat this Trade (which Twenty 
Years 420 was not one Penny Benefit to this Kingdom, and is wow above Twenty Thouland Pounds rey Av:rums 
Ailvantaye) cold never have heen well begun, nor effeCtually prolecuted, but by a Company in a Feyne Stocks and 
all the Lindertakings by hngle Pertons, (who would: have regarded their ſeveral and diſtinCt Iatercſts) mult have 
been rendred i: utlets, through the many Di{alters and Lofles which would kave befallen moſt of chem, it pot all, 
ir heing, impracticable to raile any conſiderable Trade in a remote Country, amongſt Savage In:{.:21, without 
torts and Factories erected and fetled amongſt them, .2nd furniſhed with ſtore of all Trading Goods tor their 
conſtaut ſupply ; and more eſpecially againſt thoſe Poteat Rivals the French, who manage that particular Trade 
of Beator under the Counſels of the Jeſwirs, to whom it 1s Granted by the French Xn 
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All which is humbly ſubmitted to this Honourable Houle.
